3. At a conference attended by representatives of the REC0-10 leadership near 

• Nagcarlan Rizal, on 26 March 1953, the following general policies ‘ - 

enunciated by the highest HMB/Party organs, were discussed with a view to their 
immediate implementations 4 .. 

I. Infiltrators. 

a. Ho undesirable persons will henceforth be admitted to membership ia the HMB 
or Party organization. These undesirables inolude persons guilty of the 
crimes of murder, robbery, or other offenses for which they are being sought 
by the Governments persons who have deserted their families because of petty 
disagreements; persons who desire to, Join the Communist movement purely for 
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their personal benefit; surrenderees who have simulated escape from detention; 
and Army troops who claim to have deserted to join the Communist moveii»nt,5 

b* Persons of the foregoing descriptions were said to be responsible in part for 
the present low ebb of the revolutionary tide. In addition to spying on the 
movement, these persons were said to attempt to persuade other' members of 
the movement to surrender to the Government,

a. Another reason for the ebb in the revolutionary tide has been the poor conduct 
of propaganda activities. It was pointed out that the Philippine press 
continues to give considerable attention to reports of atrocities, murders, 
kidnappings, robberies, and other crimes, all of which are attributed to the 
HMB. This press coverage of crime generally attributed to the HMB was said 
to have given the Communist movement a bad name and to have served to alienate 
the masses# It was decided that the Communist movement would launch an in- 
tensive campaign of counter-propaganda to neutralize this trend. 6 

b# The Three K*s slogan (Peace, Efcsedom, and Prosperity) is to be promoted and 
popularized; American imperialists in the Philippines are to be exposed 
and denounced; the JUSMAG and MSA organizations are to, be denounced as" 
insturaents of American imperialism; and efforts will be nade to have the 
atomio bofab outlawed# 


III# Local Politics. 

a# It was concluded that former Defense Secretary Ramon Magsaysay will be 
successful in his campaign for the presidency as the Naoionalista Party 
candidate • It was suggested that HJUSMAG officials ordered Mags ays ay to 
join the Naoionalista Party because this Party, rather than the Administration 
Liberal Party, has retained the popular confidence# In the event of a dis- 
honest election resulting in Mags ays ay f s defeat, it is believed the Army 
will be divided into two hostile camps, with & strong likelihood of civil 
war as a result; in this event, the Gommunist movement would be in a 
strategic position to exploit the situation and to regenerate the revolu- 
tionary flow# 

b# Cadres- of lower organs were to be instructed to participate in the bourgeois 
political struggle in an effort to stimulate the emotions of the masses and 
to intensify the hostilities already existing between the Liberal and 
Nacionalist Parties# However, cadres were to be Instructed that they should 
not lose sight of the fact that both the Liberals and the Nacionalistas are 
merely tools of the American imperialists • 7 
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
